Toulon, March 8,—The naval powder 
magazine of La Goubran, between La 
Boyne and Toulon, in the dejartment of 
Yar, southern France, exploded yester­ 
day. All of the soldiers on duty at tho 
magazine were killed and a number of 
inhabitants of the surrounding district, 
the buildings in which were razed, also 
fell vier mis. 
Forty corpses have already 
b- en recovered. 
The cause of the ex- 
plosion is not known. 
Fifty thousand kilograms of black 
powder explode1. It looks as though a 
volcanic eruption had occurred, the 
country being swept almost bare within 
a radius of two miles, bouses destroyed, 
trees overturned and distorted, fields 
devastated and covered with stones and 
impalpable black dust. 
Some of the stone* are enormous. One 
weighing50 kilograms fell in the suburb 
of Pone de I as. 
Signs of the explosion 
are evident in all the suburbs of Toulon 
and in the city itself. 
Even at St. Jean 
de Var, fiv.- miles distant, windows 
w n shattered an i doors battered in. 
Later reports show that of the seven 
entries, four were killed outright and 
the nth* rs severely injur,* I, tho corporal 
being Im ‘rally scalped aud the scalp 
overhanging his fact- like a veil. 
A largo nnmVr of soldiers are now 
employed ii clearing away the debris, 
but the work is very difficult. 
It is imp.*--,bl" to ascertain accurately 
the number killed, but it is believed that 
no fewer than IOO were injured. 
Although it was a clear night, the ex- 
pl» -'-'ion was so terrific as to produce a 
slight rainfall. 
Fortunately the neighboring maga­ 
zines escaped. 
It is now believed that 
th* explosion originated in chemical de­ 
composition in smokeless powder. There 
is no suggestion of foul play. 
The whole city is in morning, flags 
are at halfmast, the theaters are draped 
and the casinos closed. 
Both the government and municipal 
authorities are forwarding relief funds. 
M. Lockroy, minister 'of marine, has 
telegraphed 10,000 francs toward the 
maintenance of the families of the vic­ 
tims, and a public subscription has been 
opened here. 
All the bodies found car recovered are 
terribly mutilated. Sixteen were found 
in the rocks near the shore and it is 
feared that others wore precipitated in­ 
to the sea. 
A vehicle moving along a road near 
the sea wa* lifted bodily into the water 
by the force of the explosion, two of th© 
occupants being drowned. 
The scene at the village of La Gnu ban 
was appalling. 
Telegrams from Nice 
say the explosion was distinctly felt 
there.

Due to American Heinfbrcenicnte, 
Manila, March 6.—The United States 
transport Ohio arrived yesterday. In 
the last two days there has been a very 
noticeable change in Manila for the bet 
ter, probably due to the arrival of rein­ 
forcements for the American troops. 
Numbers of people are seen upon the 
streets and the amount of business 
transacted in the stores has marvelously 
increased. Yesterday the Luneta was 
blocked with carnages for the first time 
since the outbreak and the band of tho 
Twentieth regulars played a number of 
airs, and it was hard to belive that a 
state of war existed. 
Outside the city there was desultory 
firing throughout the day, and at var­ 
ious points the sharpshooters were most 
annoying. 
At San Pedro Macati the 
rebels are very active errecting en­ 
trenchments in front of the position oc­ 
cupied by the Washington troops, al­ 
though a 2-gun battery of the Sixth ar­ 
tillery I repeatedly shelled them.
